"Alice  Jones  was  definitely  the  best  teacher 
that  I  ever  had."  Dr.  Marshall  said  when  asked 
about  Mrs.  Jones.  "She  was  my  Inspiration."  he 
continued:  "Alice  Jones  was  the  only  teacher 
that  I  ever  had  who  could  bring  a  class  under 
control  by  simply  standing  stm  and  glaring  at  the 
students."  She  was  the  Mathematics  and  Reli¬ 
gious  Knowledge  teacher  when  Dr.  Marshall  at¬ 
tended  Warwick  Academy  during  the  1940's. 

Alice  Jones  was  a  product  of  Vlcforian  Amer¬ 
ica.  She  was  born  Alice  Oglee  on  27th  October, 
1894,  in  Atlantic  Highlands.  New  Jersey.  She  at¬ 
tended  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  where  she  was  placed  fifth  In  her  class  of 
two  hundred,  and  graduated  with  First  Class 
Honours.  Alice  then  taught  at  Frankln  F6gh 
School  at  Lyndhurst,  New  Jersey,  where  she 
was  qulcky  promoted  to  Assistant  Principal. 

Alice  came  to  Bermuda  on  holiday  in  the  early 
1920's  and  met  her  future  husband.  Charles 
Jones  She  moved  to  Bermuda  soon  after,  and 
during  the  1920's  and  1930's  attended  to  the 
needs  of  her  young  family  With  her  family 
grown  up.  Alice  decided  to  return  to  the  calling 
which  had  so  motivated  her  In  her  formative 
years.  On  1st  September.  1940,  she  renewed 
her  teaching  career  by  taking  up  duties  at 
Warwick  Academy.  Alice  was  to  remain  per¬ 
manently  on  staff  until  31st  August,  1959.  How¬ 
ever,  she  also  laught  at  Warwick  Academy  on 
a  temporary  basis  until  1964. 

As  a  teacher.  Alice  was  known  as  a  strict  dis¬ 
ciplinarian  and  she  quickly  became  the  Senior 
Mistress.  Alice  taught  many  of  our  local  person¬ 
alities  such  as  Harry  Viera  and  our  own  Dr.  Mar¬ 
shall.  She  is  remembered  with  affection  by  all 
whom  she  taught.  She  was  to  be  the  inspiration 
of  many  generations  of  Warwick  Acodemy  stu¬ 
dents  during  the  1940's  and  1950's.
